Constable Bull, of the Alberta Pro¬ 
vincial Police, has recently returned 
from the old country where he has 
been'spending three months’ vacation 
accompanied by Mrs. Bull. 

' Leaving Vulcan oil*May 2nd they 
proceeded to Quebec via Toronto, Ni¬ 
agara and Ottawa, sailing from the' 
former place on the 10th and after 
calling at Greenock and Belfast, arm¬ 
ed at Liverpool on the 18th.. 

Mr. and Mrs. Bull made their head¬ 
quarters at Cambridge, with the for¬ 
mer’s parents, and from there made 
an auto trip through the eastern 
counties to Edinburgh (Mrs. Bull’s 
home) via York, returning via tlye 
Lake district. During this delightful 
journey Flatford Mill, near Ipswich, 
(the home of Constable, the artist) 
was visited, as also were the Forth 
Bridge and Edinburgh Castle, where 
the most beautiful war shrine, with 
the names Of fallen heroes, displayed 
in stained glass windows, made a deep 
impression on both. Gretna Green, 
famous for marriages under Scottish 
law, was also visited and Cauldbeck 
(John Peel’s home), Shakespeare’s 
residence and Anne Hathaway’s cot¬ 
tage were also seen enroute. 

While away Mr. Bull had the pleas 
ure of meeting Mr. Herbert Greenfield 
ex-premier of Alberta, at the Canada 
house in London. He also was pleased 
to visit the homes of several residents 
of Vulcan and district. 

The tourisits brought hack delight¬ 
ful reminders of the trip in the shape' 
of snapshots and souveniers and arriv 
ed back here on August 2nd after a 
real holiday full of enjoyable and in¬ 
teresting experiences but glad to be 
hack in Vulcan which is, after all, 
their home. 

Things politically in the old coun¬ 
try were not found to be as disturbed, 
says Mr. Bull as might have been ex¬ 
pected. The advent of Labor govern¬ 
ment had not aroused any noticeable 
degree of concern, the public having 
he believed, accepted it philosophical¬ 
ly and calmly, and matters were pro¬ 
ceeding smoothly and without excite¬ 
ment. 

So.far as social conditions are con¬ 
cerned, there was evfJmvT^ enough of 
unemployment, particularly in the 
mining districts, but on the other 
hand there were signs of a better dis¬ 
tribution of wealth, while hosts of 
people in England and Scotland are 
having better times than ever before. 
Motor transportation had revolution¬ 
ized the old country. 

A visit was paid while in London to 
the Alberta office, which he says is do 
ing good and useful work as official 
representative of this province at the 
heart of the Empire, Advantage is be¬ 
ing taken of the office to an increas¬ 
ing degree not only in - connection 
with emigration, but as a means, of 
keeping in touch with British capital, 
which is now keenly interested in 
Canadian and especially western in¬ 
vestments. Herbert Greenfield, as 
agent for tliejprovin/ce, has already 
had man y inquiries about industrial 
possibilities in Alberta.

KIRKCALDY W. I. 


MHO AND LOMOND 
BADLY HIT BY HAIL 


Southern Alberta sections were rid¬ 
dled by hail on Saturday and the Milo 
and Lomond districts were hit the 
hardest, crops lying in the path of 
the storm suffering to the extent of 
50 per cent, or more. —- 

In the Milo district the storm ac¬ 
companied by a furious gale wrought 
serious devastation. Sweeping in 
from the northwest it plowed its way 
through the heart of the district de¬ 
stroying 50 per cent, of the standing 
crops ripening for the harvest. The 
Arrowwood section north of Milo also 
suffered. 

At Lomond the crops east of town 
were the sufferers a stri^ of 12 miles 
long and 10 miles wide being damaged 
about 50 per cent, although accurate 
estimates at this time are difficult. 
The storm moved east to the Bow ri¬ 
ver leaving a path of destruction in 
its Wake. 

Altogether about 10,000 acres of 
graiij were destroyed in the districts 
named, and it is worth while to note 
that this territory has been so free 
from hail that the rate is only seven 
per cent., also it may be mentioiied 
that such was the confidence in im¬ 
munity from storms of this kind that 
very few of the farmers affected had 
thought it worth while to carry hail 
insurance.

U. S. RUM CAPITAL 

The Business of Supplying Liquor to 
Wets is Hazardous 

The "Rum Capital” of dry America 
according to the New York Times is 
the little village of Ecorse which lies 
in the shadow of Detroit. By day it 
is a sleepy, stagnant village with a 
foreign air. By nightfall it is chang¬ 
ed—strained activity succeeds the 
quiet. Afloat and ashore the motors 
throb in the rum running adventure. 
It becomes the centre of a teeming 
industry, and'the casual visitor senses 
the ominous strained atmosphere and 
sticks to the lighted corners. 

At Ecorse the Detroit river is nar¬ 
row, only four minutes across by mo¬ 
tor boat—and though Ecorse itself re 
mains in darkness, yet the shores are 
alive with signal lights winking mys¬ 
teriously. 

A- Canadian regulation requires 
that all rum boats be clear of the li¬ 
quor piers before nightfall. So the 
rum runners load up and drop down 
the river till darkness sets in. Then 
they wait for signals, and this is the 
most hazardous feature of all. But 
with luck and by dodging tKe prohi¬ 
bition officers, just four minutes risk 
lies between them and safety. 

The river is a no-mgn’s land, where

FIRE HAZARD I^_CROP_ 

Never before, in/the history of 
Southern Alberta harvesting, has the 
fire hazard in grain fields been so ser¬ 
ious, according to C. S. Noble of No- 
bleford. Through the Lethbridge Her 
aid, Mr. Noble warns farmers of the 
danger from the exhaust pipe of 
trucks and tractors used so much to¬ 
day in harvesting by the combine me¬ 
thod. It was the exhaust from a 
truck which caused the fire on the 
Cameron ranch recently, which burn¬ 
ed over about 100 acres, 'but of which 
only 15 acres was standing grain, the 
remainder being stubble, so the loss 
was not large. "I thought at one time 
the whole section of wheat was going 
to go,” said Mr. Noble. He advises 
that the exhaust pipes of both trucks 
and tractors where they come in con¬ 
tact with the stubble, should be wrap 
ped with asbestos and otherwise pro¬ 
tected and that fire extinguishers, 
barrels of water with wet sacks and 
other fire fighting paraphernalia 
should be carried so long as the 
ground and the crop is as dry as it is 
now. Mr. Noble said he had never 
seen a grain field on firo, hut had ' 
heard of heavy losses from this cause 
in Kansas, and was quite willing to 
believe that wide-spread damage 
could be caused in this manner. 


USE BOTH ARMS 

Inspector Davitt of the Provincial 
Police has issued a series of warnings 
to the public. Drivers’ licenses are to 
be checked up carefully and must be 
properly signed with the signature of 
the holder. In this connection, he 
warns people never to leave licenses 
in their cars. A B. C. man had his 
car stolen. His license unsigned was 
in the car. The thief, signed the li¬ 
cense and going to a bank used'TV' 
license as a means of identification in 
cashing a cheque for several hundred 
dollars. 

The one armed driver is likely to be 
discouraged henceforth. There will al 
so be check-up of people driving three 
and four in the front seat. Already in 
Toronto, several prosecutions on these 
grounds have been made and convic¬ 
tions secured. 


TARIFF ON FEEDERS 

The trade of the United States with 
Canada is advantageous to the United 
States and is something with which 
this country “might well afford to be 
content,” says the Monthly Circular 
of the National City Bank of New 
York. The Rank raises obpection to 
the proposed increases in the tariff on 
feeder cattle, saying that its wisdom 
may be questioned according to gen¬ 
eral views. The supply of cattle in 
the United States at the moment is 
low, the circular says, and the immed¬ 
iate effect of any excj/ision of Cana¬ 
dian cattle “is to intensify the scarc¬ 
ity and the priee/of beef.” While pro 
rtfiction mighTTie stimulated, the hank 
thinks production would increase in 
any case. 

\ “Another feature of the situation 
the circular continues, “is that the 
com producing farmers of the Middle 
W’est want these young Canadian cat¬ 
tle for feeders to consume their com. 
The cattle duty is more of an irritant 
than anything else. It is a fair ques¬ 
tion whether the gain from the pro¬ 
posed increases which are so objec¬ 
tionable to Canada are worth the con¬ 
troversy over them.’’ 

CAMPER AND THE CAMP FIRE 

Q.—How can I be certain my camp 
fire is out ? 

A.—Thoroughly puddle your-fire by 
using a stick and pouring water on 
the embers, stirring them upjas you 
pour. Be sure to get the water into 
any crevices in the rock tm which 
your fire should be build. If the fire 
4s not made on rock, after applying 
the water, cut a trench about about 
twelve inches deep all around the fire 
about six or twelve inches from the 
margin, throw the loose earth, not 
the sods, on top of the fire, and puddle 
with more water. Be sure no insigni¬ 
ficant little rootlet, icharred or smoul¬ 
dering, (is left to start up the flames 
again. Keep in mind that the most 
insignificant spark contains a latent 
forest conflagration. 

MEN AND COMBINES 

It is estimated that 7500 combines 
will be at work in the prairie provin¬ 
ces this fall as compared with 5000 
last year. It has been figured that 
these machines ^will save I,u50,000 
man-labor days in all. The average 
number of work'ng days for the lutr- 
vesters from the East is about 40. So 
the combines roji'ace the hand labor 
of 25,000 men. 

The influx of harvesters during the 
fall season, usunilv means a livening 
Up of business in many small towns. 
These men must be fed and they must 
be clothed. Th’s year, there will be 
less money in ’imitation in the West 
in the form of wages. But the indi¬ 
vidual farmer .’ ho has dispensed with 
manual labor will have more (once 
the machine is paid for) and there is 
no question as to his wife's senti¬ 
ments in the matter. 


WHO WILL EARN THEM 

Jf. jaur great grandfathers were sud¬ 
denly to revisit the earth, not least of 
their sources of puzzlement would be 
the highways strewn with damaged 
cars. They would no doubt conclude 
that some mysterious warfare' was 
being waged, and was being confined 
exclusively to highways. Indeed it 
appears much like that even to those 
who have kept pace wdth the growing 
hazards of motor travel. To take a 
man “for a ride” in Chicago, has only 
one dark meaning, but all unwittingly 
it is beginning to carry sinister signi¬ 
ficance to everyone. It may easily 
happen in time, that the rewards of 
warfare will be applied to motor trav 
el, in reverse form. The driver who 
has seen twenty years of motor ser¬ 
vice without being involved in casual¬ 
ties will get the D.C.M. Other titles 
may be conferred on those who in cri¬ 
ses have acted' promptly. Service 
stripes may be worn, and other insig¬ 
nia denoting honorable service on the 
modern battle fields.

We are exporting our raw pro¬ 
ducts and then exporting our man¬ 
hood after them to work on these pro 
ducts. And we are buying goods in 
U. S. which cou)d be made here. Most 
of the people we are losing are under 
45 years of age.”
